Republican Nominee In Brooklyn Address Gives His Idea of 
Kind of Country Young America Wants.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.— Charles E. . 
Hughes, 
Republican 
presidential I 
nominee, in an address in Brooklyn I 
tonight in which lie made an appeal I 
to “ the young voters of Am erica,” j 
declared that the Republican party 
had “ recovered from the division of : 
tour years ago and is ready once 
more to serve.” 
The Republican party, Mr. H ughes 
asserted, “sprang into being at a 
time of the deepest national p eril.” 
“ Preserving the nation it not only 
abolished slavery, but em ancipated 
the people from the curse of a de­ 
stroying sectionalism,” said the nom ­ 
inee. 
A fter reciting at length w hat he 
term ed the achievements of the p a r­ 
ty, Mr. Hughes asked: 
“W hat sort 
of a country does young America, 
vibrant with patriotism, desire?” 
Saying he would endeavor to a n ­ 
swer the question, Mr. Hughes con­ 
tinued: 
“ He wants a country re- 
spected throughout the world. 
He 
wants a country which respects the 
dignity of its citizenship and thus 
deserves and enjoys the esteem of 
other nations. He wants no braggart 
assertion of power, no policies of ag­ 
gression, he has no desire for strife. 
But he desires to have the Am erican 
flag a symbol of firmness, of a cour­ 
ageous and indomitable spirit, of an 
intense love of justice, 
of 
g reat 
strength well organized, but never 
misused, which secures protection to 
American citizens in their just rights 
throughout the world. 
He m ust rec­ 
ognize that there is no perm anent 
security lur a people which takes 
counsel of its fears rather than of 
its principles. 
Timidity, w eakness 
and changing purpose are feeble cus­ 
todians either of a nation’s honor or 
of a nation’s peace.” 
Must Protect Our Trade. 
If we do not protect our trade, 
Mr. Hughes declared, it will be con­ 
stantly menaced and shackled. 
“ If the lives of our citizens are 
not safeguarded,” said Mr. Hughes, 
“there will he a continued invitation 
to slaughter by those whose con­ 
tent pt we have evoked. 
If we do not 
protect our own, what a mockery 
it is to talk about the opportunities 
for American enterprise throu gh ou t 
the world. 
How can we use these 
opportunities if our American engi­ 
neers, m erchants, clerks, salesmen, 
bookkeepers, representing American 
interests abroad, are to be left w ith ­ 
out adequate protection in countries 
of frequent revolutions or unstable 
government? 
W e are told by one 
of Hie ablest apologists for the a d ­ 
ministration that It has abandoned 
our historic policy of full protection 
to American citizens abroad. 
This 
is his candid interpretation not of 
the adm inistration's words, but of 
the record. 
By what authority has 
our policy been changed? 
It is a 
change that has broken a specific 
pledge to the country. It is a change 
of policy which ought to mean a 
change in adm inistration.” 
System Weak and Inadequate. 
The Republican candidate asserted 
we had been "shockingly lacking” 
in adequate m ilitary preparedness. 
This was revealed, he added, at the 
Mexican 
border, 
where "we 
had 
grave delays, a revelation of a weak 
and inadequate system, of an arm y 
ill-equipped, 
deficient 
in 
rifles, 
shoes, uniforms and horses.” 
In a d ­ 
dition, he said a large num ber of 
the men were “ physically unfit for 
duty.” 
Defense Measures Delayed. 
W ith a world in arm s and a Mex­ 
ican policy provocative of trouble, 
Mr. 
Hughes declared, appropriate 
measure s for tho country’s defense 
were delayed by the Wilson adm in ­ 
istration. 
“ I speak in term s of the highest 
praise 
of 
the 
patriotism of the 
guard,” said Mr. Hughes, “ hut I 


think it a .serious criticism of our 
military organization that we should 
be compelled to send men from their 
peaceful pursuits 
to 
the Mexican 
border for police duty because we 
had not a regular army large enough 
for tho purpose.” 
Favors a World Court. 
Mr. Hughes declared himself in 
favor of a world court for the deter­ 
mination of “justifiable controver- 
. sics through which wre shall have the 
advantage of the growth of prece­ 
dents according to the genius of ju­ 
dicial institutions.” 
“We also need to perfect the ma­ 
chinery of conciliation with respect 
I to other controversies, he said and 
to develop international 
co-opera­ 
tion to secure resort to these trib­ 
unals and councils. 
No Invisible Government. 
“ There is an effort to m ake it 
appear in some way a vote for me 
will be a vote for invisible govern­ 
m ent,” continued Mr. Hughes. 
“I 
j am hero talking to my old friends 
and neighbors who know the circum­ 
stances in which I came into public 
life as well as w hat I endeavored to 
accomplish. 
If I am elected presi­ 
dent there wil be invisible govern- 
, ment. 
We shall have no devious 
or vindictive methods of adm inistra­ 
tion. 
We shall have no trading in 
I public offices to pay private political 
obligations. 
We shall have no bar- 
! gains, 
but 
constitutional govern­ 
ment, a government of laws effi­ 
ciently adm inistered by tile most 
I competent men obtainable.” 
W ill Have Rude Awakening. 
W hen the European war ends and 
tile millions in the trenches return 
to 
work, 
Mr. 
Hughes 
asserted, 
America is likely to have a rude 
awakening from its present "dream 
of prosperity.” 
The war, he added, 
lias had the effect of a tariff giving west 
American 
m anufacturers 
trem end­ 
ous opportunities, with their natural 
effect on employment and wages, on 
industry and trade. 
Attacks Underwood Tariff. 
Mr. JI ugliest attacked the Under­ 
wood tariff, saying that after it went 
into effect the cost of living went 
up and the opportunity for m aking 
a living went down. 
If we are to 
safeguard prosperity when Hie war 
ends, lie asserted, we must apply the 
principle of protection to American 
industry. 
“ We want the protection not for 
the rake of protection; not for the 
mere sake of producing w ealth; we 
want protection primarily to serve 
as a basis for the American scale of 
wages and to promote and maintain 
the American standard of living,” 
declared Mr. Hughes. 
Must Improve Our Methods. 
"Y oung America if intelligent and 
thoughtful can not look with com­ 
placency upon 
low 
adm inistrative 
standards,” concluded Mr. Hughes. 
“ We can not but wonder at the bur­ 
den of taxation which those new 
young men will be called upon to 
bear in middle life if we do not give 
closer consideration to the improve­ 
ment of our governmental methods. 
Some day we m ust demand a more 
business-like adm inistration of tho 
great, activities of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent, with fewer places for in­ 
competence and less ‘pork.’ 
Should Conserve Our Resources. 
“ We must conserve our material 
resources and our human resources. 
I am in deep sympathy with protec­ 
tion of our children 
from 
being 
drawn too 
early 
into 
industrial 
struggles. 
“ I w ant to see young 
America 
trained, educated, physically strong 
and mentally keen, with every op­ 
portunity for the 
development of 
their aptitude. 
Young America has 
the key to tho future. 
W hat kind 
of a country does young America 
w ant?” 


Dr. P.. R. Buckthorpe and E. It. 
Fraser have returned from a th re e 
weeks’ hunting trip 
in

They went to the northw est coun­ 
try accompanied by Joseph Hodges, 
who lives south of th e city, an d 
J. \\\ McBurney, a traveling passen­ 
ger agent of the Union Pacific. 
B u t 
the tw last mentioned did not re ­ 
main during the entire time. 
T ho 
sportsmen were in cam p near Ovan- 
da, an inland billage about 'fifty 
miles from Missoula, 
j 
Tho trail by which they entered 
tho mountainous territo ry was very 
narrow and ail their equipm ent w as 
sent forward by pack horses. 
Two 
experienced guides led the way a n d 
a camp was soon established. 
W hile 
extensive traveling was done for the 
first ten days in search of big game, 
th e men were not very 
successful 
and elk and deer were sighted only 
tw o or three times. 
T ro u t fishing 
w as wonderfully fine an d #birds amt 
sm all game easy to secure. 
At th e 
end of the ten days Mr. Hodges an d 
Mr. MoBurney decided to return and 
th e other two with th e ir two guides 
pushed still further in to the wild 
and mountainous 
country. 
T heir 
persistence and enthusiasm was re ­ 
warded and they found both elk an d 
deer and succeeded in killing a n u m ­ 
ber of each. There are m any bears in 
th a t locality, grizzly, 
brown 
and 
black, but none were seen on th is 
expedition altho one day the hunters 
came upon the bear tracks which 
could not have been m ade more th a n 
an hour earlier. 
While the total kill was not as 
satisfactory as some o th e r hunting 
trips on which Dr. Buckthorpe has 
gone, he enjoyed this visit to the 
northwest leo un try. 
He has .been 
going on hunting expeditions in tho 
country for the p a st 
twenty 
years so is very fam iliar with all 
kinds of camp life and game condi­ 
tions. 
In M ontana ho saw some s u r­ 
prisingly lino farm land and his a t ­ 
tention was attracted particularly to 
one field of 160 acres which th is 
y ear produced an average of 48 b u sh ­ 
els of wheat to the acre.

years ago this land was thought to 
i e of little value and w as purchased 
by the present owner for $1,400.
